1500 Refugees Now Here; 
1000 More Are Expected 


Snow, sleet, and rata Inst week­ 
end raised to record highs 
the 
stages of the 
Ohio 
river 
and 
brought added suffering to deep 
Southeast Missouri 
and 
North­ 
east Arkansas residents along the 
Black and St. Francis river bot­ 
toms. 
Louisville and Cincinnati were 
the largest 
cities 
which 
water 
reached, but all along the Ohio's 
long course to 
the 
Mississippi, 
towns 
were 
abandoned. 
The 
flow of water was felt in Missouri 
at the Ohio’s junction with 
the 
Mississippi, and at 8:55 
Monday 
.morning one of three 110th ob­ 
servation squad planes flying over 
the 
New 
Madrid-Bird’s 
Point 
spillway area reported that 
the 
levee had apparently been cut at 
the “fuse plug" a half mile south­ 
east of the Cairo 
bridge. 
U. 
S. 
army engineers had superintend­ 
ed the work of letting the water 
into the floodway in three places. 
Plane pilots reported 
also 
that 
water covered both approaches to 
the Cairo bridge and the railroad 
tracks in Cairo. Less than an hour 
later, at 9:35. one flyer said there 
was a bad mile-long break in the 
levee just south of Crosno, twelve 
miles below the fuse plug. 
Water 
was pouring into the spillway in 
seven or eight places, he said. 
All day long, the three planes 
were to observe effects 
of 
the 
breaks from the air and announce 
danger spots through a short wave 
radio 
station 
maintained 
by 
George 
Plattenberg. 
Harry 
C. 
Young's radio, used until yester­ 
day. was out Monday because his 
transmission failed to work. High­ 
way department 
employes 
were 
to be in readiness to do what they 
could if the situation in the spill­ 
way became critical. 
Army negincers who went to the 
fuse plug Sunday afternoon 
re­ 
ported that armed farmers, who 
had 
evidently 
been 
drinking, 
drove them back 
to 
the 
Cairo 
bridge and prevented them from 
cutting the levee. 
Members 
of 
Sikeston’s Company K of the 
na­ 
tional guard were called to 
the 
levee at 1:30 
Monday 
morning. 
Major Harry E. Dudley, who led 
his men. said guardsmen found no 
farmers guarding the levee. 
The

Troopers all day Sunday

essities for refugees here. 
Mr. Orear said W.

At noon Monday, Red Cross of­ 
ficials reported 1500 refugees had 
reached here and 1000 more were 
expected by night.

The airplane pilots said at noon 
Monday that there were thirteen 
natural breaks in the main Mis­ 
sissippi river levee between Bird’s 
Point and Wolf Island. Water was 
pouring through breaks at Crosno 
so fast that it wJs carrying houses 
with it. 
Flyers 
left 
the 
area 
when crews reached a place 
on 
the levee two miles south of 
the 
Cairo bridge to blow out a 
large 
stretch with dynamite. 
Late 
Monday 
morning, 
Mr. 
Blanton ordered all available re­ 
lief and non-relief

main Mississippi levee north

Charleston to strengthen it.

were to work all day and into the

Kirkwood office of the patrol of­ 
fice and that two 110th division 
observation squad planes be sent 
here to direct the 
operation 
of 
cars and boats to stranded people 
by air. 
Captain 
Leigh 
accom­ 
panying his Kirkwood patrolmen, 
joined the eleven Troop 
E.

ficers on duty Saturday, and the 
planes arrived here at 10:30 Sat­ 
urday morning, using the Sikeston 
airport as their base.

ambulance 
that became stuck on a road, and 
several children in East 
Prairie 


had fever. 
Two hundred families 
were transported 
to 
Charleston 
and many of them housed in the 
courthouse as conditions 
became 
too crowded in East Prairie. 
Workers reported seeing women 
reaching the setback levee Friday 
night with clothes frozen to their 
waists from wading 
back 
and 
seepage 
water 
and 
of 
finding 
many who refused to leave homes 
unless 
they 
could 
take 
their 
furniture. Some were persuaded 
to evacuate when they understood 
engineers feared the levee would 
break soon. They were permitted 
to take only bedding. 
Highway workers 
always

ported as they left and returned. 
Bill Cotton, who drove 
into

floodway at 1 o’clock Friday af­ 
ternoon, was feared 
lost 
for

time, but eight hours later he ap­ 
peared at the levee, carrying fifty 
refugees in his ton

stake body truck and 
towing

smaller machine guided by Ver­ 
non Bowles. Eight refugees were 
in it. 
As early as Friday night 
many

Farmers

that the levee was crumbling 
at 
Dorena, where it broke in 
1927, 
and the next 
morning, 
persons 
said water was pouring over 
the 
top of the levee at Ringo’s store 
near Wolf Island. 
Army engin­ 
eers in Charleston said Saturday 
morning that a 200-foot 
stretch 
of levee had gone out at Ringo’s 
store, but in the afternoon, 
the 
observation plane pilots reported 
the 
levees 
were 
intact. 
James 
Matthews, 
returning

Wolf Island district, 
said 
wave 
wash over

morning had probably started the 
false rumor. 
Water had

R efugees Hard Hit 
By Cold W eather 


Kennett. Mo., Jan. 22.—Six Red 
Cross relief bureaus were estab­ 
lished in Dunklin 
county 
today 
and plans went forward for locat­ 
ing emergency hospital units 
in 
various localities as this 
section 
fared the most disastrous flood in 
history. 
John C. Wilson, disaster worker 
from the mid western Red 
Cross 
office in St. Louis, assumed charge 
of the relief problem 
today 
and 
opened canteens in the 
various 
churches. Meal tickets were issued 
to flood refugees, who were either 
driven from their homes 
when 
the St. Francis river levee collap­ 
sed or were rescued by 
national 
guardsmen and U. S. 
engineers 
when their homes were flooded. 
Mr. Wilson estimated the num ­ 
ber of families on relief in Dunk­ 
lin county at 500, and 
said 
as 
many more were 
homeless 
but 
were being cared for by relatives 
or friends. 
Other towns where relief 
of­ 
fices were established are Honors- 
ville, Senath, 
Cardwell, 
Arbyrd 
and Rives. 
It was necessary 
to 
establish the Cardwell and A r­ 
byrd offices by 
telephone 
be­ 
cause of the fact that 
the 
two 
towns are isolated by the 
flood- 
waters. 
Two railroads 
operating 
into 
Kennett promised 35 box cars to 
be used in sheltering refugees by 
this afternoon. 
Mayor Oakes of 
Kennett issued an appeal for clo­ 
thing and bed supplies for the ref­ 
ugees. 
Railroad 
cars 
will 
be 
placed at other points where rail­ 
road service is still available. 
Dr. Wheeler Davis, head of the 
Dunklin County Health Unit, said 
there were no threats of an epi­ 
demic, due to the fiood conditions, 
but that he is expecting such an 
evidemic at any time. 
“The severe weather, following 


the forst flood we have ever had,” 
said Dr. Davis, “is a menace to the 
health. 
We are 
keeping 
close 
watch on the situation and will 
attempt to head off any outbreak.” 
Backwater from the St. Francis 
river was flowing over Highway 
84 just east of Ke nnett this morn­ 
ing and threatened to close 
that 
route. 
An appeal was received by Wil­ 
son this morning from R. B. Byrd, 
chairman of the Pemiscot county 
Red Cross, saying some 200 fam ­ 
ilies, driven from their homes in 
the lowlands near the Mississippi 
river, would have to be cared for. 
Wilson started an immediate in­ 
vestigation to determine the e x ­ 
tent of the tlood situation there. 


Senath, Mo., Jan. 22.—Freezing 
weather and a two inch sleet add­ 
ed to the hardships of hundreds 
of families in the Dunklin county 
flood area today as scores of oth­ 
ers in the vicinity of Lake City. 
Ark., just south of 
this 
county, 
fled from their homes alter the 
St. Francis river levee there was 
swept out last night. 
Army engineers at Kennett said 
today relief operations and rescue 
work was slowed down materially 
by the cold weather. 
H. H. Houston of the engineers 
office, declared motorboats 
were 
being operated by rescue 
crews 
with difficulty. 
“ It is a 
desperate 
situation,” 
said the engineer. “The motors on 
the rescue boats freeze and slow 
up the operations, but 
we 
are 
going ahead. 
“ Many of the farmers have re­ 
fused to leave their homes. 
They 
are staying regardless of the w a­ 
ter, so long as they can live 
in 
those houses 
on 
platforms 
or 
through any other 
arrangement. 
Most of them arc used to floods, 


but this one has outstripped any 
Dunklin county has ever had.” 
The court house here, city hall 
buildings and empty structures in

An “extract" from hybrid seed 
corn used in controling grasshop­ 
pers and chinch 
bugs 
is 
“the 
latest thing in rackets." 
W. 
P. 
Flint, chief entomologist of 
the 
University of 
Illinois 
and 
the 
Illinois Natural 
History 
survey, 
gave this warning to farmers in 
a statement issued from Urbana. 
He finds that the “extract" is be­ 
ing sold to unsuspecting farmers 
for as much as $12.50 a bottle for 
treating ordinary seed 
corn 
to 
make the resulting crop resistant 
to the insects. 
Mr. Flint says that the material 
appears to be worthless. 
He e x ­ 
plained that the resistance of cer­ 
tain superior hybrid 
strains 
of 
corn to grasshoppers and chinch 
bugs is a 
delicate 
problem 
in 
heredity and plant vigor. 
“It cannot be 
‘extracted* 
and 
transferred 
to 
ordinary 
open 
polinated varieties of 
corn," 
he 
asserted. 
“The only way to ob­ 
tain the resistance is to use seed 
of reliable 
hybrids 
that 
have 
demonstrated they are 
able 
to 
withstand insect attack. 
“To build up 
the 
apparently 
worthless product, salesmen have 
announced that the supply is so 
limited and so 
rare 
that 
each 
county will be restricted to 
50 
gallons. The highest price report­ 
ed is $12.50 a bottle, 
but 
other 
quotations have been as high as 
$2 a quart and $6.50 a gallon.” 
He added 
that 
the 
product 
priginated in Iowa but is at pres­ 
ent "coming to light mostly 
in 
western Illinois.” 
The “extract'* is represented as 
so miraculous that as the 
corn 
grows 
the 
material 
disappears 
from the plant in some mysterious 
manner, leaving the corn palata­ 
ble to live stock. 
The “extract” is 
supposed to be sprayed 
on 
the 
seed a half hour before planting, 
according to the state entomolog­ 
ist. 
Flint advised 
farmers 
offered 
any of the spurious 
product 
to 
notify the sheriff.

St. Louis. Jan. 24.—The 
third 
denial of bail to the four prisoners 
- Judge Moore and the Appellate 
Court previously refused to grant 
it—means they must 
remain 
in 
custody probably a 
year 
until 
their appeals from convictions arc 
passed on by the Appellate Tri­ 
bunal. 
They have been held 
at 
City 
Jail about a month 
since 
sen­ 
tences were imposed. 
The time is 
not deductible from 
their 
sen­ 
tences. 
It is 
considered 
likely 
now, since their last chance for 
freedom on appeal bail has been 
lost, they may 
elect 
to 
go 
to 
Leavenworth, Kan., 
penitentiary 
where the men were sentenced, 
and to the Alderson, W. Va., Re­ 
formatory, where the women were 
sentenced, to start serving their 
terms. 
Time served at the prison and 
reformatory would 
be 
deducted 
from their terms should their sen­ 
tences be affirmed by the highei 
court, but this deduction 
would 
not be allowed if they decided to 
await from City Jail the result of 
their appeal. 
The next procedure, in 
event 
the prisoners choose to start their

Making W hitewash 


Question: 
Inquiries for recipes 
for whitewash come frequenlty to 
the College. 
Answer: 
The U. S. Lighthouse 
Board recipe for outside 
w hite-, 
wash is as follows: Slake a half 
bushel of lime in boiling 
water, 
keeping it covered during the pro­ 
cess to keep in the steam. Stir un­ 
til it begins to cool so as to make 
sure that it has combined with all 
the water it w ill take. 
Add water 
until you have a thin paste, and 
strain to take out all the lumps. 
Add to the strained lim e paste 
15 pounds of salt previously dis­ 
solved in hot water. Boil 3 pounds 
of rice to a thin paste, strain it, 


and then stir it in while the whole 
m ixture 
is 
hot. 
Dissolve 
one 
pound of clear glue in hot water, 
and stir into 
it 
% 
pound 
of 
Spanish whiting. 
Add this to the 
whitewash m ixture 
and 
stir 
it 
horoughly. 
Allow the whitewasn 
to stand for two or 
three 
days 
then thin it down to the desired 
consistency with 
boiling 
water 
and apply it hot. 
One 
pint 
of 
this m ixture will cover one square 
ya d of surface. 
The whitewash may he thinned 


with sw eet skimmed milk instead 
of boiling water if desired. 
The 
skim milk seems to give good re­ 
sults and should be used for out­ 
side work where it w ill be reason­ 
ably dry. 
The 
water 
mixture 
would be better fnr damp 
base­ 
ments or celars.—J. C.
